Attorney Morris gave the customary notice 
of a motion for a new trial, and aside from 
that, and his statement that the State’s con- 
duct of the case had been fair, the verdict 
was received with little ado, and the crowd 
quickly melted away from the courtroom. 

The actual deliberation of the jury lasted 
only two hours. Ten jurors voted for con- 
viction on the start, and at the second ballot 
one of the remaining two changed to convic- 
tion, leaving but one holding out for acquit- 
tal. The final ballot was taken at the end 
of the two hours’ deliberation, and resulted 
in the verdict of guilty. 


Gunning’s Previous Trials. 

Richard C. Gunning has had a varied ex- 
perience before grand juries and in court. 
He has had three trials, and, as there have 
been two convictions to one acquittal, the 
court procedure has not been entirely satis- 
factory to him. 

The charges against Gunning were laid 


before the grand jury in November of last 


year and that body entered upon as thor- 
ough an investigation as the lateness of the 
day when the charges were made would 
admit. The methods of South Town Clerk 
Benjamin Barnett were the subject of grand 
jury inquiry at the same time. 

A great mass of evidence collected by the 
Taxpayers’ league was laid before the jury 
by its attorney, Edgar B. Tolman. The 
charges made there were for malfeasance 
in office and accepting bribes. Three true 
bills were voted against Gunning, but these 
indictments were thought to be faulty. 
They covered the charges of seeking a 
bribe, of conspiracy, and of omission of 
“duty. It was the opinion of the State’s 
Attorney that Gunning’s case should be 
brought before the December grand jury. 
This was done, with the result that a 
blanket indictment, covering twelve counts, 
was returned. Among the complaining wit- 


nesses were the Butterick company, the. 


New York Castle Shirt company, L. A. Tal- 
cott, E. Weil, George B. Weiss, John D. 
Gates, and the Chicago Packing company. 
Acquitted of Rialto Charge. 
One direct charge against Gunning for 
which an indictment was returned was the 
soliciting of a bribe from the agent of the 


Rialto Building, the money to be paid Gun- 


ning for a reduction of the assessmen: on 
the property. The Assessor was brought to 
trial on this charge, but owing to a weak 
link in the evidence chain he was acquitted. 

In May last Gunning was brought to irial 
before Judge Brentano on the charge of 
palpable omission of duty as a public officer 
in adjourning the Board of Review without 
first allowing the complaints of taxjayers 
to be heard as required by law and in not 
assessing all property between May. 1.and 
July 1, as required by statute. The case was 
bitterly fought. Attorney Edward Morris 
appeared for Gunning and A. S. Trude as- 
sisted Assistant State’s Attorney McEwen 
in the prosecution. Judge Brentano in- 
structed the jury to: finds the ex-Assersor 
guilty of willful neglect, but in spite of this 
Gunning confidently expected an acquittal, 
basing his belief on the result of the former 
trial. The jury was ont only balf an hour. 
One ballot was sufficientto settle the case 
and Gunring was dec! Ry., 

The offense for which the ox-hbasehor Was 
tried was punishable only by a fine. Sen- 
tence was postponed until the motion fora 
new trial could be acted upon. The plea for 
a new trial was based on the assumption 
that Attorney Trude had made remarks 
prejudicial to the defendant when he re- 
ferred to the fact that Gunning had not teé- 
tified in his own behalf; that the testimony 
of the agent of the Rialto Building, from 
| whom Gunning was said to have asked a 
bribe, should not: have been allowed, and 
that Gunning was not bound by the law to 
prejudice himself by producing his books, as 
his term of office had expired and his assess-. 
ment was completed. 

Judge Brentano answered all these ques- 
tions in his review of the case. He refused to 
grant a new trial and imposed a fine of $2,000 
upon Gunning. Edward Morris, Gunning’s 
attorney, gave notice that the case would be 
earried to the Supreme Court. Gunning’s 
bondsman was ex-Mayor John P. Hopkins.

London, Sept. 26.—There are rumors in 
London that the Chinese crisis is likely to 
become acute. Russia is said to be planning 
a coup de main, possibly by establishing a 
protectorate over the whole of north China, 
and obliging the government to move the 
capital to south China. 

The Daily Mail’s Peking correspondent tel- 
egraphing on Monday says: 

* The coup d’etat of the Dowager Empress 
of China resulted successfully without vio- 
lence or opposition. The Empress discov- 
ered an intrigue involving the Emperor and 
a: few officials to remove her from any in- 
terest in the government. Hence her sud- 
den action and the arrest of the conspirators. 

“The Dowager Empress shares the 
throne jointly with the Emperor, but con- 
trols him. She is popular and the people 
approve the change. There is no disturb- 
"unce at all and no trouble is apprehended. 
The Dowager Empress favors all reasonable 
reforms.” 

This is perhaps an optimistic view, and I 
believe there is some truth in the report of 
Russian preparations. No reliance need be 
placed og any vigorous intervention of

MORE LIGHT ON ESTERHAZY. 


Paris, Sept. 26.—At a meeting of the Cab- 
inet this morning, all the Ministers being 
present, a decision was taken in favor ofa 
revision of a trial of former Captain Dreyfus, 
and the documents in the case will be sent 
to the Court of Cassation. 

The Cabinet ordered the Minister of Jus- 
tice, M. Sarrien, to lay before the Court of 
Cassation the petition of Mme. Dreyfus, wife 
of the prisoner, for a revision of her hus- 
band’s case. The court, therefore, will de- 
cide the legal question as to whether the 


first trial of Captain Dreyfus was vitiated» 


by the forgery committed by the late Licu- 
tenant Colonel Henry, who was a witness be- 
fore the court-martial and who confessed 
to having forged a document in the case. 


Meeting Prolonged and Excited. — 

The Cabinet meeting was prolonged and 
animated: The Minister of Agriculture, M. 
Viger, is reported to have bitterly opposed 
a revision, and it is rumored he will resign. 
He ieft the meeting before it ended, remark- 
ing to a newspaper-man that he was com- 
pletely voiceless, 

The city is excited and the bourse is ina 
disturbed condition. Conservative papers, 
however, counsel the people to remain calm. 
It is doubtful if the action of the Cabinet is 
popular among the masses, particularly the 

‘country people, who, it is pointed out, “ still 
cling to the fetich of the honor of the army.” 

The crowds of people outside the Ministry 
of the Interior, where the Cabinet council 
was held, loudly cheered the Ministers, and 
there were shouts of “‘ Vive Brisson,” “ Vive 
la Revision."’ 

Esterhazy May Be Under Pay. 

In the Intransigeant today Henry Roche- 
fort accuses Major Esterhazy of having 
been bribed by the so-called Dreyfus syn- 
dicate to ‘* cover himself with dishonor by 
confessing to a forgery, of which charge he 
was twice acquitted.”” M. Rochefort adds 
that he paid Esterhagy 1,000 francs for copies 

..of all the documents in the cage, and that in 
addition, with two other newspaper men, he 
who was literally without 

$00 frances monthly to prevent 
him from dying of hunger while waiting to 
obtain a pension. Continuing; M. Rochefort 
says: 

“Recently, without any apparent incen- 
tive, Esterhazy mysteriously went to Lon- 
don, abandoning his 300 francs monthly. 
Why this emigration? Who paid for ; 
‘journey? With what money has Esterhazy 
‘paid for his meals?” 

M. Clemenceau in the Aurore remarks: 

France. is.divided into two camps, those 
who conceive that the interests of the coun- 
try depend on the concealment of facts by 
lies, and those who have a sufficiently high 
esteem of the country to separate enthu- 
siasm from the aspirations of justice and 
truth.”’ 

The Libre Parole asserts that Esterhazy 
has telegraphed to the Minister of War, Gen- 
eral Chanoine, protesting against the story 
published in the Observer of London pur 
porting to be a confession made by the 
Major, the substance of which was that he 
was the author of the bordereau, a document 
which is said to have furnished proof of 
the guilt of Dreyfus. 


Brisson’s Great Effort. 


It is understood that M. Brisson literally 

wrung consent from the Cabinet for a re- 
vision, after a remarkable display of elo- 
quence and personal influence and the 
stormiest scenes. His strongest opponent 
was M. Sarrien, the Minister of Justice, who 
expressed a desire to resign and warned the 
other Ministers that they were assuming a 
terrible responsibility. MM. Viger and 
Maruejouls, respectively Minister of Agri- 
culture and Minister of Commerce, sup- 
ported M. Sarrien. 
- M. Brisson fell into a violent passion and 
declared tearfully that the Ministers ought 
to credit him with understanding all the 
difficulties d the best way of meeting 
them. Should they abandon him now by re- 
fusing a revision it would be to face dis- 
honor. 


Cabinet Crisis in View.

“A dramatic scene followed. Count von 
Munster collapsed, a prey to violent feelings, 
reproaching M. Casimir-Perier with having 
dishonored him in the eyes of the empire. 

‘“*M. Casimir-Perier was crushed and 


could not reply at first, but presently said: 


‘Tell ‘your Emperor I myself will give him 
satisfaction. I do not want to sacrifice the 
country. I will leave the Presidency. I 
pray his Majesty to be satisfied. ’ Two days 
later M. Casimir-Perier resigned.”’

WILLETT LAUGHLIN 
IS FATALLY SHOT 
BY LLOYD ROBERTS. 
Bey, 
Knocks the Assassin Down AfterRe- 
ceiving the Wound—Lad’s Father 
Attempts to Kill the Assailant. 


Lloyd Roberts, 43 years old, shot and fatal- 
ly wounded Willett Laughlin, 17 years old, 
yesterday afternoon while the boy was work- 
ing on a shed with his father at the Laugh- 
lin home, 1639 West Ohio street. 

“after young Laughlin had been wounded 
he jumped from the shed and knocked Rob- 
erts down. 
to shoot Roberts with the weapon which. 
wounded the boy, but the revolver failed to 


“act. Roberts fled, and was pursued eleven 


blocks before he was captured. He is held 
at the Desplaines Street Police Station, 
pending the outcome of young Laughlin’s 
injuries. 

Roberts is a roofer and lives with his em- 
ployer, William Stebbins, 1640 West Ohio 
street. He was passing the Laughlin home 
last Saturday when Arthur Laughlin, 12 
years old, began teasing him. Roberts gave 
the boy a severe beating. Willett Laughlin 
came to the aid of his brother and thrashed 
Roberts. Both Roberts and Willett Laugh- 
lin were arrested, and they appeared before 
Justice Doyle yesterday, when a dismissal 


was entered in the case. Roberts then went. 


before Justice Sabath and secured a: war- 
rant against Laughlin. The latter appeared 
before the same justice, when he heard of 
Roberts’ action, and swore out a warrant 
charging Roberts with disorderly conduct. 
While Willett Laughlin and his father were. 
painting the roof of a shed at the rear of 
their home in the afternoon Roberts came 
along and shot the boy. The bullet entered 
the hip and lodged in the abdomen, 
Laughlin turned as the bullet struck him, 


, and-seeing Roberts with a smoking revolver 


in his hand, jumped from the’shed upon his 
assailant, knocking him to the ground. The 
two began struggling together, and Laugh- 
lin’s father jumped from the shed to aid his 
son. He secured the revolver which Roberts 
had, and the ‘latter then began making ef- 
forts to get away. He managed to release 
himself from young Laughlin’s grasp, and 
scrambling to his feet he ran down the alley. 

During this time the elder Laughlin was 
endeavoring to shoot Roberts, but the re- 
volver repeatedly missed fire. Roberts ran 
out of the alley and into Central Park boule- 
vard, going along that thoroughfare to 
Drake avenue, where he was captured by 
Policeman Frank Deane and a crowd of citi- 
zens who had been pursuing him, 

Young. Laughlin was taken to the County 
Hospital, where physicians said he could not 
recover. 

Roberts refused to make any statement to 
the police. 


THE REV. C. H. CURRANS 
PRAYS AND THEN HE 
PUTS AWAY CRUTCHES. 


Buster of the Maywood Presbyterian 
Church Tells How a Nail Wound in 
His Foot Was. Marvelously Healed 
Through Faith and Supplication. — 


The Rev. C. H. Currans, pastor of the May- 
wood Presbyterian Church, hobbled to a 
prayer meeting on crutches, his left foot 
being so sore and swollen from a wound 
made by a rusty nail that it could not be 
touched to the ground. At the prayer meet- 
ing the members of the church remembered 
the preacher’s foot. He hiniSelf asked for- 
giveness for his lack of faith in using 
crutches. When he got home he pushed the 
crutches under a sofa and tripped around 
the house as gayly as a schoolboy. 

Last night at his home jn Maywood he put 


| out his foot, which was seemingly no worse 


for its encounter with the nail except for 
a scar, and told of his remarkable cure, 
which he ascribed not so much to the effica- 
ey of prayer as to the atonement, which he 
thinks relieves all who will believe from 
suffering, from sickness, or injury. He 
builds his faith on Isaiah, eighth chapter 
and fifty-third verse, which, he says, in the 
original Hebrew, reads: ‘ Surely he hath 
borne our sicknesses and carried our pains.”’ 

“It was a week ago Saturday,” said the 
minister, “‘ that I stepped on a rusty ten- 
penny nail, which pierced my foot. The 
wound bled profusely. 
*“T]T had faith that my foot would get. well, 
but so many of my friends gave me so mich | 
advice about what I should put on the wound 
that I must have lost faith, for my foot 
swelled to twice its normal size, and I had 
to get crutches to enable me to move about 
at all.

The receivership is established in a suit 
brought against the New England Loan and 
Trust company by the Real Estate Trust 
company of Philadelphia and Savillion 8, 
AHen of St. Albans, Vt. 

It is recited in the complaint that the de- 
fendant company was organized under the 
laws of Iowa on Sept. 21, 1882, and has a 
capital stock of $875,000. Its principal busi- 
ness is conducted in the State of New York 
and consistsiin loaning money on farm prop 
erty in Western and Southern Statés. 

‘The complaint further states that jn Sepe 
tember, 1886, the defendant company entered 
into an agreement with the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust company of New York, making 
the latter trustee of securities owned by 
the defendant company as security for de- 
bentures to be issued by the defendant in 
series of $100,000 each; that there have been 
issued and sold about $1,890,000 worth of 
these debentures by the defendant company,

SAGE MUST USE WAR STAMPS. 


‘Ruling in the Millionaire’s Case 


“ Puts”? and “ Calls” Are 
Taxable. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—[Special.]— 
Rugsell Sage of New York has had a con- 
troversy with Collector Treat of the Internal 


‘Revenue bureau in that city over the taxa- 


tion of certain instruments of writing used 
by brokers and known as “ puts,” “ calls,”’ 
and ‘‘spreads.”’ The Collector, it seems, 


-Claimed that Mr. Sage was not stamping 


these instruments properly or sufficiently, 
and the latter appealed to the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue as to his liability in the 
premises and the commissioner has decided 
adversely to Mr. Sage. 

The commissionér rules that these instfu- 
ments appear to be agreements to buy and 
sell a specified number of shares of stock at 
an agreed price within a certain period, ana 
while there appears to be some confusion in 
regard to the tax due upon the papers used 
in this class of transactions, yet the first 
paragraph of schedule A of the act of June 
18, 1898, is clear as to its requirements that 
all sales or agreements to sell, or memoranda 
of sales, or deliveries, or transfers of shares 
or certificates of stock ir any association, 
company, or corporation are taxable at the 
rate of two cents on each $100 or fraction 
thereof, and this tax is to be paid whether 
the sales or agreements to sell are made upon 
or shown by the books of the associatfon, 
company, or corporation, or by an assign- 
ment in blak, or by any delivery, or by any 
paper, or agreement, or memorandum, or 
other evidence of transfer or sale. 

The ‘“‘call”’ privileges are undoubtedly 
agreements to sell stock therein named upon 
demand of the bearer of the privileges, while 
the-‘‘ put ” comes also as plainly within the 
terms of the law declaring any paper, agree- 
ment, or memorandum for the future trans- 
‘fer of stock subject to transaction. 

The ‘‘spread” privileges are an instru- 
ment that includes the agreement contained 
in both the “ calls’’ and the * puts,” and 
all the papers evidencing such agreement 
must be stamped to the amount required by 
the act. 

If the transaction is in any case completed 
by a transfer of the stock, no further tax will 
be due, the tax having been already paid 
upon the agreement made for such transfer,

TREND OF THE PLATFORM. 


Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. 26.—[Special.J— 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt has been charg- 
ing up the Republican hill today and prom- 
jses to land in the blockhouse at the summit 
and capture the Gubernatorial nomination 
fag when the balloting begins in the State 
ponvention, which meets tomorrow at noon. 

The Colonel finds all kinds of knives, clubs, 
and hatchets flying in his path as thick as 
‘ever Mauser bullets came, but thus far his 
onward rush has not been hindered, His 
official convention badge is a rabbit’s foot, 
and the traditional charm seems to be ef- 
fective. 

Meanwhile, the routine arrangements for 
the convention go on. 

The Republican State committee met to- 
night and arranged details for the tem- 
perary Organization of the convention. A 
feature of the session was the absence of 
_any notice of delegation contests. This was 
the first pre-convention meeting of the Re- 
publican State committee in many years at 
which no notices of contested seats were 
fied. . 

Sereno E. Payne was selected. as tem- 
porary chairman of the convention. 

The veteran Tioga chieftain, Senator 
Thomas C. Platt, is Roosevelt’s backer, and 
with him is a thus far invincible force of 
about 700 delegates. There are 971 delegates 
in the convention and those that are not for 
Roosevelt are for Governor Frank Black, 
with *“‘Lou’’ Payn in charge. Payn has 
»been for thirty years Mr. Platt’s confidential 
political friend and has ranked as his ablest 
lieutenant. 


Payn’s Power Due to Platt. 


This convention is the first parting of the 
ways since Senator Platt entered actively 
into politics in the ’60s, and the events of 
today have shown that Payn’s previous 
toby has been due to his allegiance to Mr. 

The great majority of the delegates stand 
squarely up against his campaigning, and it

cal life. . 

If he does this he will be given a respectful 
hearing, but the Roosevelt men say he 
“won't know what hit him ’’ when the con- 
vention is over, because the delegates are 
not broken in to that sort of Gubernatorial 
tonduct. 

Of the 971 delegates fully 650.are of the 
rock-ribbed Platt variety, who will stand

Syracuse, N. Y,, Sept. 26.—Many of the 450 
delegates to the Democratic State conven- 
tion on Wednesday are here tonight. Each 
candidate for a place upon the State ticket 
is well represented. : 

Among the first upon the ground was the 
Erie County delegation, and the Guberna- 
torial boom of Justice Robert C. Titus was 
among the earliest to be launched here. 
Mayor James K. McGutre’s friends are nat- 
urally numerous and enthusiastic in his 
home town. | 

Judge Titus will not appear personally in 
the convention, but members of the Erie 
County delegation now here claim for him 
the solid delegation of the Eighth Judicial 
District. representing eighty votes. 

All the Tammany delegation have not yet 
arrived, but there are a sufficient number 
here to keep the talk of Mayor Van Wyck’s 
candidacy before the public. His chances, 
however, received a setback tonight, when 
members of the Erie County delegation an- 
nounced that Mr. Croker had stated to them 
that the candidate for Governor would not 
be named from territory south of Albany.

TO USE ACETYLENE IN CITIES. 


Indiana Syndicate to Substitute a Plant 
for Making the New Illuminant 
Instead of Coal Gas. 


Wabash, Ind., Sept. 26—[Special.]—Upon 
the recommendation of George W. Knapp, 
Chicago gas expert, Charles Dieterich, head 
of the New York syndicate which practically 
controls artificial and natural gas produc- 
tion in the Indiana fields, today decided to 
change the Wabash artificial gas plant to 
one making acetylene gas. The substitulion 
is an experiment which will determine 
whether the company will abandon the man- 
ties. 

The new illuminant is claimed to be better 
and cheaper. The change will necessitate 
an entire reconstruction of the system here, 
but President Dieterich said today thai ho 
expense would be spared to make the test 
thorough, as he felt confident acetylene 
would not only displace coal gas but elec- 
tricity for commercial lighting.

Paris, Sept. 26.—The American Peace com- 
mission arrived tonight at 7:20, twenty 
minutes late. 

The members, with their families and at- 
tendants, were received by Ambassador Por- 
ter, Henry Vignaud, First Secretary; Edgar 
Scott, Second Secretary; Captain Sims, 
naval attaché; and Edward McLean, Amer- 
M. Roger Clausse, at- 
taché of the French Foreign office, repre- 
sented M. Delcasse, the French Foreign 
Minister, and fhe French government. 

Exactly an hour afterward the south ex- 
press from Madrid, carrying Minister Ra- 
mierez de Vilarrutia ¢nd General Rafael 
Cerero y Saenz of the Spanish commission, 
steamed into the station and drew up on 
the other side of the same platform. 

The commission had a. smooth crossing, 
and by orders from the Paris Embassy J. B. 
Milner, American Consul at Calais, and 
William Hale, American consular agent at 


Paris. Captain Churchward represented the 
Introductions. by Porter. 

Mr. Porter greeted Judge Day and his as- 
sociates on their descent from the train. 
He introduced the French government's 
representatives and every one al] around. 
Fifteen carriages provided by the embassy 
conveyed the party to the Hotel Continental, 
where they dined in a large private room 
up-stairs; the younger members of the party 
afterward going to a reception at Consul

Mrs. Day; the second Senators Davis and 
Frye with their wives; the third Mrs. and 
Miss-MacArthur and Mr. and Miss Taylor;

Captain Bradford Going to Paris. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.-—The first 
word that has come to Washington from the 


American members of the Peace commission 


since their departure, save a brief announce- 
ment of arrival in England, was received at 
the Navy department today, being a cable- 
gram requesting that Captain Bradford, 
chief of the Equipment bureau, be sent at 
once to Paris to assist the commission. — 

As this officer is the leading expert of the 
Navy department in the matter of coaling 
stations, ocean routes of communication, 
and strategic points, the inference is that 
tthe commission expects to begin promptly 
the consideration of those subjects so far as 
they relate to the Philippines and the La- 
drones. y 

Respecting the latter group, from which 
the United States commissioners are to 
make a selection for a coaling station, it has 
been found that the only good harbor is on 
the Island of Guam, the capital of the 
group, which was captured by one of the 
warships bound for Manila, yet if that is 
taken, there will be so little of any vaiue 
left that it is believed it would be best for 
both parties, the United States and Spain, to 
allow all of the islands to go with Guam 
into our possession. 

Captain Bradford has taken passage on the 
Lucania, sailing from New York next Sat- 
urday. 


FRANCE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Report That She Has Agreed to Rec- 
ognize the Insurgent Ke- 
public. 


London, Sept. 26.—A special to the Giobe 
from Hongkong, published this afternoon, 
says it is learned from a trustworthy Fill- 
pino source that France has promised to rec- 
ognize the Philippine republic, and it is added 
that negotiations on the subject are procced- 
ing at Manila, where there are three French 
warships. 


May Seize Insurgent Fleet. 


Monila, Philippine Islands, Sept. 26.— 


When the United States auxiliary cruiser | 


McCulloch captured the insurgent steamer 
Abbey, formerly the Pasig, sixty miles south 
of Manila, the Abbey, it is believed, having 
landed 7,000 rifles, an insurgent gunboat fol- 
lowed the American vessel into Cavite and 
now the Americans contemplate taking pos- 
session of the entire insurgent fleet, because 
the vessels are flying an unrecognized flag 
and are liable to seizure as pirates by the 
war vessels of any nation. 

American cruisers have gone north, where 
the steamer Filipinos is landing troops. 

Two steamers which have just arrived here 
broughtanany Spanish officials and refugees 
from the southeast of the Island of Luzon. 
They report that the insurgents are over- 
running the country, destroying property 
and the hemp crops. Sanguinary conflicts 
have taken place at Cebu and Liloilo. 

There has been an outbreak of smallpox 
in the California regiment here, but only 
six cases of a mild type have been reported. 


Ships Moving Toward Manila. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—The Navy 
depariment has decided to send the cruiser 
Buifalo, now at New York, to the Pacific 
station. It will probably go to Honoiulu, 
and in the event that it is needed to reinforce 
Dewey's fleet it can receive orders at that 
place by dispatch boat. The Buffalo goes 
out under ccmand of Captain Hemphill, late 
of the Navigation bureau, who has devoted 
himself to the conversion of the vessel, 
which was lately attached to the Brazilian 
navy under thé name of the Nictheroy, into 
a modern and effective cruiser. 

Mechanics are working overtime on the 
Oregon and lowa in order to fit them for 
their cruise to'the Pacific, and it is hoped 
that the vessels will be ready by Oct. 1. 

The Navy department has decided to send 
the big ocean-going tug Iroquois, now at 
San Francisco, to Honolulu for the use of 
the naval station to be established there. 
This vessel was purchased by the govern- 
ment during the war as an auxiliary naval 
vessel, and it is said that in addition to 
rendering service as a harbor tug at Hono- 
lulu it will be used as a dispatch boat, run- 
ning froin Honolulu to San Francisco.

CYCLONE KILLS 
THREE PEOPLE 


Four Others Likely to Die 
from Injuries at St. 
Catharines, Ont. 


MANY SERIOUSLY HURT. 


Funnel Shaped Cloud Wrecks 
- Several Churches and 
Buildings. 


STORM CROSSES THE BORDER 


St. Catharines, Ont., Sept. 26,—[Special.]— 
This city was visited by a terrible cyclone 
about 4 o’clock this afternoon. At least 
three persons were killed, and several others 
are missing. Those known to be k'lled are: 
BICKLEY, MRS. JOHN, killed on sidewalk in 

front of James E. Bradley's house. 

MOFFATT, FRANK, . killed in the Lower End 
Schoolhouse. 

O'NEILL, CLARA, an employé of the Lincol 
paper mills. 
The most seriously injured are: * 

Bradley, Rox. 

McCarty, James. 

Nestor, Jennie. : 

O’Neall, Maude. 
These are employés of the Lincoln paper 

mills and are all likely to die.

The storm approached the city from the 
northwest and was heralded only by one 
sharp peal of thunder out of a clear, blue 
sky, and in short order a terrific cyclone 
began its deadly work. 

It first struck about the center of the city 
at Welland avenue and George street and 
traveled in a direct line from this poin, to 
the southern limit of the city, passing out 
near the Pickard electric works. -— | 

All along its course the destruction is vis- 
ible. The drill hall was practically demol- 
ished; the First Presbyterian Church, the 
Collegiate Institute, St. George’s Rectory, 
and St. Paul’s Methodist Church were un- 
roofed, and many other public and private 
buildings were more or less damaged. 


Giant Trees Uprooted. 

Giant trees were uprooted and tossed 
everywhere as if they were shrubs. The 
roadways were impassable, and the wonder 
is that St. Catharine's has not a. larger 
death list to report. 

Hundreds of people watched the funnel- 
shaped cloud traveling over the Welland 
Canal and over Merritone, where its funnel 
end could be seen hcking up force and scat- 
tering destruction broadcast. It scooped up 
water out of the canal as it passed over. 
The Town of Merritone shows the terrible 
ordeal is passed through. 

Kindlingwood is scattered over and be- 
yond the path of the cloud for hundreds of 
yards, and demolished houses, torn roofs, 
und upturned sidewalks testify to the ter- 
rible force uf thestorm. | 


Scarce a Building Left. — 

There is hardly a building left in the path 
of the cyclone in Merritone, The cyclone 
struck the .town at the Lincoln paper mill 
and unroofed ‘the building, knocked-the 
power-house of the acetylene gas works 
completely out of shape, and demolished or 
unroofed a score more of buildings. 

Church Leveled to the Ground. | 

The Orange Hall and Presbyterian Church 
were leveled to the ground, and are nothing 
but a mass of kindling wood. The Lincoln 
paper mill's roof was blown off, and 
buildings were badly wrecked. Sevcral resi- 
dences of mill employés were blown over or 
wrecked. 

Miss Smith, the public school teacher, 
saved the lives of many of the children by 
sending them into safe quarters before the 
worst of the storm reached the building. 
The children were bidden to fly for their 
lives, and some of them got out in time; 
miany others were badly hurt. 

They were quickly taken home or con- 
veyed to the hospital, and their names could 
not be learned tonight. There were forty- 
five children. in the school at the time, and 
it is miraculous that the casualties were not 
greater. Trolley lines and fixtures were 
twisted out of all shape, and even wire 
fences were leveled. Scarcely a chimney 
was left standing in Merritone.

SPEAKS FAIR TO THE MINERS. 


Colliers Protection, but Can’t Stop 
Importation of Colored Men. 


Springfield, Ill., Sept. 26.—[Special.]—A 
committee of thirty miners, representing the 
Virden, Staunton, Mount Olive, and Mo- 
weaqua fields, called on Governor Tanner 
today and presented petitions from 2,000 
miners and citizens asking the Governor to 
do-all in his power to prevent the.importa- 
tion .of foreign labor into the State. Gov- 
ernor Tanner met the committee in his office 
in the Executive Mansion and gave them a 
full hearing. 

He said he did not approve of the importa- 
tion of foreign laborers of the class which 
had been sent here, as.they were made up of 
ex-convicts and were undesirable citizens. 
The Governor said that these men were 
mostly loafers and would only help to fill 
our penitentiaries. 

He lamented the fact that under the con- 
stitution he was utterly powerless to pro- 
hibit these men crossing the borders of the 
State, but assured the committee that he 
would act in the future in the matter as he 
had in the past and would see that order 
was maintained. The Governor said the 
striking miners would be protected and that 
he stood ready to maintain order. 

Thomas Williamson of Mount Olive acted 
as spokesman and laid the petitions before 
the Chief Executive. State President Hunter 
of the United Mine Workers and Secretary 
W. D. Ryan were present at the conference. 

The miners met at the Collins House and 
perfected an organization before the Goy- 
ernor was visited. Thomas Williamson of 
Mount Olive was chosen as chairman and 
H. F. Schuette of Mount Olive was made 
Secretary. 

The members of the committee expressed 
themselves as well. pleased with the ex- 
pressions of Governor Tanner and returned 
home tonight feeling confident that their 
interests would be protected by him.

SUICIDE CLUB? 


Growing Belief That Such-an- 


Association Exists in the 
Wisconsin City. - 


YOUNG MEN THE MEMBERS 


Deaths of Sons of Two Univer- 
sity Professors Give Birth 
to the Idea. 


PARENTS ARE FRIGHTENED. 


Madison, Wis., Sept. 26.—[Special,j—Is 
there a suicide club in Madison, -and, if so,.

whatever was found for the deed, and the 
peculiar circumstances surrounding the case 
gave rise to rumors of the existence of a 
club of self-destroyers.

These rumors were revived when the dead 
body of Henry B. Freeman was discovered 
this morning in his bedroom at the home of 
his father, Professor John C. Freeman of the 
university. Asin young Allen’s case, no rea- 


He was only 19 years old and had planned to 
enter the university this week. The body 
was found face downward on his bed, his 
nostrils in a spong lying in a basin of chloro- 
form. 


Parents Thoroughly Frightened. 


The belief is widespread that a number of 
morbid young men of Madison have barided 
together and made a compact to destroy 
themselves. The parents of a number of 
the youths of the city are thoroughly 
frightened, and have taken steps to watch 
their sons, remove al! cause for morbidness, 
and prevent further self-destruction. 

There are a number of circumstances that 
point to the existence of a Suicide club in 
Maéison. 

There has been a growing tendency to- 
ward infidelity among the younger men of 
Madison, the progress from orthodox beliefs 
to the broadest of religious views being 
marked within the last decade. There has 
also of late been an increased interest in 
the study of ail the new “ isms ’”’ that have 
recently been advanced to replace orthodox 
beliefs. | 

A spirit of morbidness, too, appears to be 
encouraged among a certain class of young 
men, ‘and there have been meetings at 
which, almost invariably, lengthy discus- 
sions of life and death would be held. 

These young men are of the best families 
in the city, many of them students in the 


, university or graduates therefrom. They 


have discussed these sdbjects from philo- 
sophic standpoints and have brought to bear 
on them all the light of collegiate trained in- 
tellects. 


Members Are Not Known. 
It is impossible to ascertain just who the 


members of this unique club are, but rela- 
tives and friends of a number of the leading 


young men of the city suspect them. Itie 


also impossible to find out who the officers 
of the club are, if the organization has of- 
ficers. In fact, all of its affairs are kept ag 
quiet as the grave. 

It is recalled now that a comparatively 
large number of young men have recently 
met deathin Madison from unnatural causes, 
most of them seemingly accidental, and so 
reported, but it is thought a closer investi+ 
gation would reveal circumstances that 
could not altogether be attributed to mere 
accident. 


Many Deaths by Drowning. 

It is recalled that during the last three or 
four years deaths by drowning in the sur- 
rounding lakes have considerably increased 
among university students and young men 
of the city. | 

Heretofore these have been considered 
purely accidental, but a little reflection now 
brings to mind that some of the drowned 
young man were excellent swimmers and 
were at home in the water. The sudden 
deaths of a few young men at their homes 
caused wide surprise, but no one suspected 


- they were due to prearrangement. 


? 
Allen’s Death Starts Rumor. 

Not until young Allen’s death was there 
the least thought of anything like a suicide 
club. He had been a brilliant student in the 
university, and was gifted far beyond the 
lot of an ordinary youth, yet just when life 
seemed brightest he made some remarks 
on suicide to his closest friends. 

It was thought that his health was break- 
ing down, and an extended trip was arranged 
for him. He set out and traveled for several 
months, and just on the eve of his departure 
from Minneapolis for Madison he went to 
Lake Minnetonka, fastened a large stone to 
his waist, jumped into the water, and just 
as he was sinking, shot himself through the 


“head, 


Perhaps the unusually large number of 
violent deaths in Madison of late have had 


cidal tendency. At any rate it is growing 
and has produced something of a panic in 
certain circles. @ 

Unless, however, some member of this 
supposed suicide club will reveal the names 
of the other members and what powerful 
agency it is that impels them to take their

SIX HEAVY ELEPHANTS 
WRECK CIRCUS TRAIN 
AND THREE ARE HURT. 


Weight of Half a Dozen of the Big 
Animals Proves Too Much for the 
Strength of a West Virginia Rail- 
road. 


Williamson, W. Va., Sept. 26.—[{Special. ]— 
One of the trains bearing the Adam Fore- 
paugh-Sells Bros. circus was wrecked near 
here on the Norfolk and Western today.

Pat Forepaugh was slightly injured. 

The train consisted of twenty-seven cars. 
Near the middle was a car, built extra 
strong, and carrying six elephants.

Coroner Finds the Garments of 
the Dead Girl Torn and 
Bloodstained. 


REARDON’S WORDS DISPUTED 


The most important dévelopment in the 
Jennie Hickey case yesterday was the ac- 
tion of Police Inspector Hartnett in taking 
the investigation out of the hands of Cap- 
tain Martin Hayes of the Thirty-fifth Street 
Station. 

Inspector Hartnett has now assumed per- 
sonal charge of the case. He has removed 
the two suspects, Thomas Rutledge and 
John Ransom, from Captain Hayes’ sta- 
tion to cells in the Harrison Street Station. 
He questioned the two men for two hours 
in the afternogn. They were then placed 
|} in separate cells. One of the detectives of 
the Harrison Street Station intimated after 
the examination was concluded that enough 
had been learned to give the police a good 
a in the work of clearing up the mys- 

ery. 

‘The stories of these two men do not 
agree,’’ Inspector Hartnett said. ‘‘ I do not 
believe either of them is telling the truth. 
I believe I will be able to get at the bottom 
of this thing before long.’’ The Inspector 
has six of his best men at work on the case. 

Inspector Hartnett arrived at the Thirty- 
fifth Station shertly after 8 o'clock. He 
‘was closeied with Captain Hayes only a 
few minutes, and ther Rutledge and Ran- 
som were hundled into a police wagon and 
went away with the Inspector. Captain 
Hayes emerged red in the face, and im- 
mediately disappeared from the station. 

Captain Hayes was visited by Coroner 
Berz and Deputy Coroner Weckler during 
the afternocn, and it is understood that 
some sharp language was used by Weck- 
ler, who left a number of subpe@nas for wit- 
hesses who are wanted at the inquest. 

Coroner Berz went in person over the 
whole ground during the day, and visited 
many of those who will be called upon to 
give evidence at the irquest. He said to 
Mrs. Hickey that there ws not the slightest 
doubt that Jenni? was murdered, and that 
the guilty parties would be found. 


Evidence of the Garments. 

The garments worn by Jennie Hickey the 
night she died were taken to the Coroner’s 
office during the day by Deputy Coroner 
Weckler. They were torn and bloodstained, 
here and there, and an inspection disclesed 
facts not hitherto made public. 

The gauze waist worn under the dress is 
almost torn toshreds. One wristband is torn 
entirely from the sleeve and the other sleeve 
is missing. One or two pieces have been torn 
cut in such a manner that the cross threads 
the garments were carried away with 
them. 

On the sleeve and on the body of the waist 
are splotches of blood, and on one place is 
a little mass of'coagulated blood. This waist 
was not on the body when it was found, but 
lying away in another corner of the “* well ”’ 
in the pier. 

The girl’s brown gingham dress, which 
was also found in the corner with the gauze 
waist, far. from the body, is torn and ripped 


'as though jerked violently from the. body. 


The dress buttoned in the back. The but- 
tons were not unbuttoned when the dress 
was taken off, for the dress shows that 
wherever a button remains fastened in its 
place the corresponding buttonhole is torn 
out. 

The Gretchen yoke on the dress is also 
torn and twisted. 

The portiere found with the body is filled 
with sandburrs of the same kind as were 
found in the hair. The portiere is what the 
police proclaimed was a fishnet, but the 
Coroner's men say its texture would abso- 
lutely prevent its use asanet. Nor has it 
the slightest odor of fish about:it. 

One garment the girl wore the night she 
died is entirely missing and the most careful 
‘search has failed to reveal it. That is the 
white cotton petticoat. 

The Coroner's deputies who inspected the 
clothing said the garments told but one story 
—that of a struggle and murder... 


Contradict Policeman Reardon. 

Policeman John Reardon of the Stanton 
Avenue Station, who gave the first informa- 
tion which led to the arrest of Rutledge, is 
confronted with the statement by the sis- 
ters of the dead girl that he has made con- 
flicting statements. 

While Mrs. Mamie Matthews, the older 
sister of Jennie Hickey, Annie Hickey, and 
Susie Hickey were on the way to the morgue 
to identify the body of their sister they say 
they met Reardon at Thirty-fifth and State 
streets. They asked the way to the station 
and declare Reardon, being informed of 
their errand, told them that on the preced- 
ing evening he had seen a young man named 
Rutledge, whom he called a‘ loafer,’’ talk- 
ing to two little girls at Thirty-ninth and 
State streets about 9 o’clock. He said one 
of the little girls wore a black leather hat 
and the other, who was a little larger, wore 
a bicycle cap. By the description of the 
latter girl Mrs. Matthews recognized her as 
Jennie Joyce, a schoolmate of Jennie Hickey. 

This information was what caused the 
arrest of Rutledge, but yesterday Reardon 
denied that he had mentioned Rutledge, 
though he admitted he had mentioned a man 
named Aldrich. “Reardon will now, how- 
ever, have to face the three Hickey 
girls, all of whom say they heard him use 
the name of Rutledge and give a descripiion 
of the two girls. The three girls will make 
affidavit to Reardon’s statements. 

Ex-Captain Dunn’s Story. 

Ex-Captain Dunn of the Police depart- 
ment, who is now in business at 26 Thirty- 
ninth street, called during the day on Mrs. 
Hickey, saying that on Tuesday evening, 
when Jennie Hickey was supposed to have 

been killed, he saw two little girls talking 
with an expressman at Thirty-ninth and 
State streets, near the Salvation Army, bar- 
racks. One of the girls answered the pub- 
lished descriptions of Jennie, and he thought 
he might be able to identify the man with 
whom they were talking. 

There was a report during the day that the 
police had found the sleeve of the gauze 
waist which had almost been torn from 
Jennie Hickey’s body. It was said that John

street, seg found the sleeve in the rear of 
4107 Cottage Grove avenue, where Rutledge 
is supposed to have stopped-his wagon ‘on 
the night of the death of Jennie Hickey. |

Mrs. Mamie Matthews declared that small 
particles of glass were found in the scalp 
and hair of the dead girl. 

“In washing Jennie’s body preparatory 
to burial,” said Mrs. Matthews, “* we found 
small particles of glass stuck into the scalp 
on that side of the head where the skull 
was fractured. There was also sand and 
burrs in the hair. I do not believe the glass 
particles. came from Jennie being struck 
on the head, but that they were forced into 
the scalp by her being dragged along the 
ground over the railroad tracks from the 
park. This accounts also for the presence 
of the sand and burrs.”

Attempt to Pass a By-Law Prohibiting 
Games on First Day of the Week 
Causes Lively Discussion Among 
Members of Westward-Ho Club. 


The attempt of some of the members of 
the Westward-Ho Golf club of Oak Park 
last night to pass a by-law prohibiting Sun- 
day playing came near disrupting the organi- 
zation which was but recently formed and 
has the names of ninety residents of that 
suburb on its membership roll.

BIG MASS-MEETING HELD. 


The Rev. J. Q. A. Henry and 
Father Cleary Deliver Ad- 
dresses at Evanston. 


DETECTIVES AID THE WORK. 


The anti-vice crusade of the Chicago 
Young People’s Christian Temperance Union 
was inaugurated at a largely attended mass- 
meeting at the First Methodist Church 
(Frances E. Willard’s church) in Evanston 
last evening. It was the first of a series of 
meetings which will be held in various halls 
and churches every night this week for the 
purpose of creating public sentiment against 
violations of the law. Addresses were made 


by Dr. Henry Wade Rogers, Pre nt of 
Northwestern University, who p ded, 
Lucy Page Gaston, the Rev. J. Q. A: Henry, 


pastor of the La Salle Avenue Baptist 
Church in Chicago, and the Rev. Father 
Cleary of Minneapolis. Father Cleary was 
formerly and for many years at the head of 
the Total Abstinence societies of the United 
States. 

The principal address of the evening was by 
the Rev. J. Q. A. Henry, who has been se- 
lected to be the Parkhurst of the movement. 

** Unless,’’ declared Mr. Henry, “* the great 
cities can be redeemed the nation is lost. 
The problem of municipal government is 
supreme. We must give it the same thought 
and attention that we give our private busi- 
ness. If we do we cannot fail.’’ 

Agitation, education, codperation, and 
consecration were named as the means of 
** rescuing the city from the control of the 
criminal classes.”’ 


Father Cleary’s Speech. 

Father Cleary declared there could be no 
greater reproach on a community than its 
silent acquiescence in the violation of law. 

The appeal for help was liberally respond- 
ed to, and $1,000 was pledged to the support 
of the Law Enforcement league. 

Ex-Controller of the Treasury James H. 
Eckels was elected Treasurer of the Law 
Enforcement league of the Young People’s 
Christian Temperance union. Mr. Eckels 
has accepted the position, to the great pleas- 
ure of the Rev. Mr. Henry and his cola- 
borers. 

The General committee of the league will 
meet each morning at the headquarters of 
the Y. P. C. T. U. inthe Woman's Temple. 

“The Law Enforcement league,”’ said the 
Rev. Mr. Henry, “is the outgrowth of the 
law enforcement department of the temper- 
ance union. We are receiving scores of 
communications, some of them laying infor- 
mation against the more notorieus places. 
We have employed professional detectives, 
but we intend to supplement their work by 
using organized bands of young men in 
each division of the city. 

“At present we have detectives placed in @ 
district on West Madison street where ten 
notorious saloons operate. They will be 
watched tonight and a report made , to- 
morrow.”’ 

An attempt will be made, in connection 
with the crusade, to secure the passage 
through the Board of Aldermen of a cur- 
few ordinance. 


Klein Gets a ‘License. - 

Mayor Harrison, acting on the advice of 
Chief Kipley and Inspector Heidelmeler, 
granted a license yesterday to Joseph Klein 
to conduct a saloon at 111% North Clark 
street. This is the place formerly run by 
R. Rindsberger, whose license was revoked 
because of a row in the saloon, which termi- 
nated in the killing of Tillie Wolf, an habitué 
of the place, by a woman companion, who 
arcve the steel shaft of an umbrella into the 
Wolf woman’s brain. 

It was this murder which so aroused the 
public that the police were compelled to at- 
tempt to do something toward the “ regula- 
tion ’’’ of one section of North Clark street, 
which was fast taking on an aspect similar 
to the worst parts of the South Side 
**levee.”” It was this murder also which 
spurred the Young -People’s Temperance 
Union into starting out on a crusade against 
a city’s vice. Rindsberger’s place has been 
open nearly all the time since his license 
was revoked, though it has been conducted 
quietly.

THE POOL-SELLERS CANDIDATE. 
A city paper states that “a determined 
» effort is going to be made to induce the next 
Legislature’’ to give racing “ the protec- 
tion that is denied it.” The statement will 
be quite correct if for “racing” “ race 
track gambling” is substituted. Racing is 
not unlawful. “It is given the same protec- 
tion as baseball, football, or lawn tennis, 
but pool-selling on race tracks and else- 
where is unlawful. Pool-sellers and book- 
makers are gamblers who run the risk of 
being indicted and convicted. They wish 
to secure some protection for their nefarious 
trade by being given-permission to pursuc it 
on race tracks. But if there cannot be 
racing without pool-selling then it were bet- 
ter to have no more racing and let the breed 
of race horses die out. There are an abund- 

(ance of honest uses horses can be put to. 
Undoubtedly a determined effort will be 
made to boodle through the next Legisla- 
ture a bill to legalize gambling on race 
tracks, and thus lead into temptation per- 
¢ons who may be induced to visit those 
places. And if John Humphrey is reélect- 
ed to the Senate in November he will intro- 
@uce a bill for that purpose in January. 
He will work for it industriously and wil! 
leave no stone unturned to have it become 
a law. He will advocate the cause of the

CUBA AND THE PHILIPPINES. 

The statement which has been made that 
a majority of the American commissioners 
now on their way to Paris will yield all 
the Philippine Islands to Spain except Lu- 
zon, and perhaps of Luzon,except Ma- 
nila and its harbor, is surprising, to say the 
least. How did such an idea become pub- 
lic? The commissioners did not talk that 
way before sailing. Nor were they so in- 
structed by the President, if the Washing- 
ton reports-were correct.. It would be inter- 
esting to know how such a report could 
have. come out as matter of public infor- 
mation. 

If semi-official reports can be relied upon 
the instructions sent by the President to the 
American commissioners now in conference 
with the Spanish representatives in Ha- 
vana insisting upon an early evacuation of 
the islands have resulted in a compromise 
by which the latter agree to begin the work 
of evacuation in fifteen days and complete 
it by the first of the coming year. In the 
meantime preparations are in progress to 


detachment .of which will probably arrive 
by the latter part of October, although it 
may be much smaller than first contemplat- 
ed. The full strength of the force finally 
sent to Cuba will, of course, depend upon 
circumstances—the temper manifested by 
the late insurgents and the adherents of the 
Spanish government who may choose to re- 
main there—though it will undoubtedly be 
the policy of the government to have a sufii- 
cient force on the island to prevent any out- 
break during the transition period. It is high- 
ly important that the work of evacuation 
should be accomplished as soon as possible, 
as until that is done’the presence of the 
Spanish forces in the island and the nomi- 
nal control which Genera! Blanco has con- 
tinued to exercise has operated as a bar to 
giving much needed aid to the starving in- 
habitants, who have been prevented from 
cultivating the soil for three years past. 
A pitiable story comes in regard to the suf- 
fering of Gomez's soldiers, who are said to 
be starving for food, while the condition of 
the non-combatants, both old and young, 
has scarcely been improved by the close of 
the war. The government should insist 
upon its right to carry relief to these suffer- 
ing people without conditions or the pay- 
ment of duties on food intended for gratui- 
tous distribution, as was done in the case 
of the relief steamer Comal. One of the 
reasons for entering upon the war was to 
give relief to the starving “ reconcentra- 
dos,” which was denied by the Spanish au- 
thorities, and President McKinley insisted 
that this should be done simultaneously 
with the advance of our troops. Now thgt 
the war is ended let this work go on, that 
the pledge of the government may be ful- 
filled. 

So far as the Philippines are concerned 
the demand upon Spain should be no less 
emphatic, and if the Peace Commissioners 
are desirous to represent the sentiment of 
the American people they will adhere to the 
retention of these islands as a condition of 
peace. Undoubtedly under the terms of 
the protocol Spain will demand an equal 
voice with this country in their disposition, 
and if possible will have more than an equal 
voice. It cares nothing about their reten- 
tion itself, for that would involve a contin- 
uation of war with the insurgents, but it is 
eager for money, and it knows that if it 
can induce the American commissioners to 
abandon the policy of retaining them for 
this country it will have plenty of custom- 
ers standing ready to purchasethem. Ger- 
many, it is reported, has already offered 
Spain a large sum for Cebu, which has val- 
uable coal deposits and occupies an impor- 
tant strategic position. If the commission- 
ers will take a firm stand they can carry 
their point, for Spain is helpless and no 
other power would care to interfere if we 
decided to keep them. But no terms will be 
acceptable to the American people which do 
not include possession of the Philippines 
_ stations between Manila and San Fran- 
cisco. 


The latest steamer from 
Alaska brings the intelll- 
gence that on Sept. 6 three 
| thousand cases of typhoid 
fever were reported in the big mining camp 
at Dawson City, and that a large number of 
deaths occurred daily, of which no record 
was kept. The ravages of this fatal disease 
may be better appreciated when it is consid- 
ered that in no place in the South or in 
Cuba or Porto Rico, where large bodies of 
soldiérs bave been assembled, were there 
8,000 cases of typhoid fever at a given time, 
although 40,000 men were encamped at Jack- 
sonville for many weeks. The fearful out- 
break of disease at Dawson City, up towards 
the edge of the arctic circle, where winter 
reigns most of the year, and where it has 
been supposed malaria woyld not exist, only 
shows the utter neglect of all sanitary pre- 
cautions that must prevail there. No place 
can be exempt from the fell destroyer, 
whether in the arctics or the tropics, where 
men drink water which is poisoned by sew- 
age. It is not hot weather nor the danger of 
yellow fever or malaria that menaces human 
life so much as the deadly séwage which 
soaks into the ground and mixes with and 
taints the water men drink. Not even the

AGUINALDO’S LARGE AMBITIONS. 

Felipe Angoncillo, an accredited emissary 
of Aguinaldo’s revolutionary government in 
the Philippines, passed through Chicago 
yesterday on his way to Washington and 
to Paris. It is his avowed intention ty 
get a finger in the Peace commission pie 
if he can manage to do so. He will appeal 
to President McKinley for representation 
on the Paris commission. That appeal, 
of course, the President will not grant. 
The Paris commission is for the settling 
of a peace between Spain and the United 
States, ahd Aguinaldo’s emissary ‘has no 
more right in that body than Gomez or 
Garcia or any other insurgent chief. Fail- 
ing in this part of his mission, Angoncillo 
nevertheless hopes to call public attention, 
both in America and Europe, to the claims 
of his. chief and of his so-called govern- 
ment. The whole purpose of his journey is 
to advance the interests of the paper re- 
public which the Malay faction has recent- 
ly organized in the Island of Luzon. 

It is well enough for Angoncillo to tell 
the President and people of the United 
States what his faction seeks. There is 
no objection to hearing his side of the 
question, but the scheme that he repre- 
sents must not be allowed .to interfere 
with the duties and interests of the 
United States in the Philippines. The 
plea for entire independence from the 
United States can no more be granted 
than the plea of Spain for reinstatement 
in its old position. Aguinaldo’s ambition

In any event the United States will not 
give the Philippine Islands over into the 
hands of the Malay faction or any other 
faction, for this country cannot afford to 
become responsible for the anarchy and 
retrogression that would follow such a 
course. To give up the islands to breed 
this state of things would not be doing 
our duty to civilization or to our own in- 
terests. The only solution for the Philip- 
pine problem is for us to hold them and gov- 
ern them justly ourselves.

REVISION FOR DREYFUS. 

Contrary to expectation the French 
Cabinet in session yesterday morning de- 
cided in favor of a revision of the Drey- 
fus case, and the documents relating thereto 
will go to the Court of Cassation. It rm 
announced that the question which the court 
will now attempt to decide will be whether 
the first trial of Dreyfus was viti- 
ated by the forgery confessed to 
have been committed by Colonel Henry. 
If so it will be giving a narrow construc- 
tion to its authority, and if the decision 
should be against a new trial the agitation is 
likely to continue with not less vivlence than 
ever. 

The action of the Cabinet, so far as it 
‘has gone, is an evident concession to a 
popular demand which has been gaining 
in strength for months past, in spite of 
the opposition in military circles, indicat- 
ing a luss of prestige on the part of the 
latter. If, however, investigation is to be 
stifled on the ground of infallibility of the 
army, as indicated in the statement of the 
Minister of Justice that proceedings will 
be taken immediately against any one at- 
tacking the army, it will accomplish little, 
The whole policy of the government on 
this question has apparently been to find 
out * how not to do it,” and in this it seems

In face of the action in Paris yester- 
day the reputed confession of the already 
discredited Count Esterhazy-in London 
can have little influence upon the situa- 
tion at least for the present and until sup- 
ported by some corroborative testimony. 
In view of his self-contradictions, his un- 
supported testimony on either side would 
be of little value. At best he has sim- 
ply shown himself capable of perpetrating 
any fraud, not excepting forgery, at the 
command of his superiors.

The mortality among 5,000 
men quartered in a camp which can be con- 
nected with the Chicago sewerage system 
will be much less than if the same number 
ofmenare brought together in some country 
camp, no matter how healthy the site may 
be.

Weyler™is holding out to Germany and 
other European powers as a bait to in- 
duce them to deprive the Americans of 
the Philippines the prospect of securing 
coaling and naval stations in the islands. 
Spain is to buy European backing in that 
way. Weyler says that if all the foreign 
powers were given an interest in the Philip- 
pines there would be no danger of further 
American encroachments, and the Spanish 
possessions would “prosper and remain 
tranquil under a new colonial policy.” — 

This is all sham. If, by the bribe of 
coaling stations, Spain were to secure the 
intervention of European powers in its 
behalf to enable it to secure the greater 
part of the archipelago, it would not in- 


would proceed at once to sell to those 
powers the islands it had euchred the United 
States out of.

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


United States as a Factor in the Devel- 
opment of the Continents and 
Islands of the Pacific. 


A short time before the outbreak of the 
recent Spanish-American war a discussion 
Yook place at a Washington luncheon table 
between two distinguished American public 
men. One of them was a strong believer in 
the “forward” policy, who accepted, and 
even gloried in, the title of jingo; the other 
was “conservative” and an opponent of 
external expansion and aggressive activity. 
The latter remarked that the United States 
should have no concern with militarism and 
imperialism. ‘‘ We are a pacific power,” 


he said. 
‘* I guess so,”’ replied the other gentleman. 


‘But we intend to spell pacific with a 
large P.’’ 

The words seem prophetic already. The 
appearance of the United States as an actor 
in the drama which is being enacted on the 
shores and waters of the Pacific Ocean may 
turn out to be the most abiding and im- 
portant result of the brief struggle with 
Spain. The American republic made its 
sudden dash into military and naval activ- 
ity through a series of events which many 
people regard as fortuitous. But if there 
had been no tale of outrage in Cuba, and 
no shattering of the Maine in Havana har- 
bor, the United States would not have been 
able to maintain its attitude of passivity 
and freedom from international complica- 
tions much longer. <A manifest destiny, 
if ever nation had one, has been driving 
it in the direction along which it has moved 
with startling rapidity since the spring of 
the present year. The change has been ac- 
celerated by the circumstances which forced 
on intervention: in Cuba and the rupture 
with Spain; but it was bound to come in any 
case. 

It is a curious fact,.which may possibly 
receive explanation from some historian of 
the future, when history has become more 
scientific n it is at present, that a whole 
chain of causes has been steadily drawing 
the United States on the way of imperial- 
ism. Two years and a half ago the pres- 
ent writer pointed out that the novel in- 
terpretation of the so-called Monroe doc- 
trine asserted by President Cleveland and 
Mr. Olney, in the Venezuela dispute, was 
not to be taken as a merely personal ec- 
centricity on the, part of a particular ad- 
ministration. The motives and principles 
which induced Mr. Olney to declare that 
the United States was entitled, if it so 
pleased, to intervene in a quarrel between 
two governments having possessions in 
South America might also furnish the war- 
rant for intervention in the Caribbean Sea, 
or the Pacific, if the interests of the repub- 
lic seemed to be affected or menaced in 
either of these regions. It would not have 
been difficult to demonstrate that there 
were other quarters of the globe in which, 
on the general Olney doctrine, the Wash- 
ington government might feel itself called 
upon to act. 4 The theory has been regas- 
serted in a br6éader and more emphatic form | 
by Mr. Olney himself in the course of the 
last few months. ere is a passage which 
may be worth quoting: '

To Enlarge Yellowstone Park. 

One of the recommendations in the arnual 
report of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, Mr. Binger Hermann, whidh ts 
now being prepared, will be the enlargement 
of the boundaries of the Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park. The southern portion of the 
park, with the exception of the mestern side, 
is bounded by forest reserves. It is pro- 
posed to make the wooded section along a 
portion of the western side also a forest re- 
serve and then ask the authority of Congress 
to include the entire area within the limits 
of the park. 

The park now contains about 800 square 
miles, and if the proposed addition is made 
its size will be doubled. It is the opinion of

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Raising a Submerged Ship, 

The success of Lieutenant Hobson's efforts; 
to raise the wrecked Spanish warship Masia: 
Teresa, the details of which were described 
in THE TRIBUNE yesterday morning, renders 
interesting the following description of that Zz 
kind of marine engineering, which appears :

Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—Today’s ses- 
sion of the Board of Inquiry investigating 
conduct of the war was confined to a meet- 
ing of two hours’ duration in the forenoon, 
after which an adjournment was taken until 
10 o’clock tomorrow. The proceedings were 
limited to the outlining of a general policy 
and the formulation of letters of inquiry 
whieh will be made public tomorrow. 

The letters which have been decided upon 
are to be addressed to the Secretary of War, 
the Quartermaster General, the Commissary 
General, the Surgeon General, and the Chief 
of the Ordnance department of the army. 
They will consist in the main of inquiries 
intended to bring out all the facts that can 
be given relative to the organization of the 
volunteer army. 
- ‘These officials will be asked to give specific 
information so as to cover each of the de- 
partments in question, concerning the condi- 
tion of the army, both at the beginning and 
the close of the war. For this purpose a 
date in April has been selected as the one 
for the beginning of the preparation and an- 
other in August for the close. 

The questions are so formulated as to call 
out answers covering the organization of 
camps, the purchase of @upplies, and the 
making of contracts with transportation 
companies, and also to show the methods 
adopted for furnishing supplies to the vari- 
ous commands and for protecting the health 
of the soldiers. 

Were Railroads Favored? 

There will be an especial effort to develop 
the motives that actuated the department 
in the choice of camp sites, as there have 
been charges to the effect that they were 
located as a matter of favoritism to rail- 
road companies. 

' The commission also considered several 
letters of complaint from persons profess- 


ing to have information bearing upon the 


subject of investigation, and decided to ad- 
dress replies to the writers of each of them 
requesting them to put their charges in 
specific shape and informing them of the 
scope of the inquiry. 

It is intended that if the replies received 
to those letters show the writers to be in 
possession of real information to summon 
them before the commission when it is feasi- 
ble te do so, or otherwise @ secure their 
affidavits. When, however, it becomes evi- 
dent that their accusations are mere idle 
complaints with no information back of 
them the writers will mot receive further 
attention. 

The commission also expects to extend 
its inquiry before it closes its work, to the 
extent of sum ing before it the com- 
manding officers of the various divisions and 
brigades and probably extending it to the 
Colonels of regiments from which com- 
plaints have emanated. They will be ex- 
pected to give full information as to the 
pains they may have taken or failed to take 
concerning the location of their troops and 
their general welfare. ‘ 

The commission decided to hold two ses- 
sions daily, one in the forenoon from 10 to 
12:30 and the other in the afternoon from 2 


to 4 o'clock. 
Dr. Conner Arrives. 


Dr. Phineas 8. Conner sat with the com- 
mission today for the first time. He arrived 
from his home in Cincinnati early in the 
day and called upon the President for a 
brief interview before joining his fellow- 
members in the War department. The 
President expressed his appreciation of the 
doctor’s acceptance of the position, and out- 
lined briefly his. wishes in the matter of the 
investigation. 

Dr. Conner found it impossible to remain 
with the commission for the present, and 
secured a leave of absence for two or three 
days in order to return to Cincinnati to put 
his affairs in shape to be absent so long as 
the work of the commission may require. 

In Dr. Conner the commission secures the 
services of a man who is-not only eminent 
in his profession, but who is also familiar 


with the conduct of the medical department | 


‘of the army, in which he served for four 
years. He was born at Westchester, Pa., 
Aug. 23, 18359, and went to Cincinnati in 
1844. He gradu&ted from Dartmouth Col- 
lege in 1852. 

The doctor’s service in the army extended 
from 1862 to 1866, and he was assistant sur- 
geon and Brevet Major. He resigned his 
position Aug. 1, 1866, and since then has 
been in practice in Cincinnati. He is now 
and has been for many years professor of 
surgery in the Medical College cf Ohio and 
in Dartmouth Medical College 


MANY SOLDIERS ARE DESERTING 


War Office Hears That Hundreds of 
Them Have Left Camp Meade 
Without Leave. : 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—[Special.]— 
Unofficial advices reach the War department 
that a great many men are absent from 
Camp Meade, Middletown, Pa., without 
leave. It is stated that at least 1,000 have 
left this camp without permission, and only 
the leniency of the regimental officers in 
keeping the rolls prevents about half of that 
number being court-martialed for desertion. 

Every regiment stationed at Camp Meade 
is made up of volunteers, and the officers, 
who are friendly to the men, are trying to 
prevent them losing their pay and to save 
them from being dishonorably discharged. 

Camp life has had a demoralizing effect 
upon them. It was only a short time ago 
that General Graham notified the depart- 
ment that unless men who had been selected 
to be mustered out of service were sent away 
from the camp those who were to be retained 
would soon become demoralized. : 

The department has not taken official no- 
tice of these facts, and the regimental of- 
ficers are anxiously awaiting the return of 
the men who have taken French leave.

The Filipinos are en route to Washington 
on a different errand—to try to induce the 
President to allow their people a place o 

the Peace commission. << 

There was only a small crowd at the depot 
to meet the two parties, and the Filipinos 
attracted the lion’s share of attention. Gen- 
eral Greene and Lieutenant Sclfuyler Schief- 
felin were driven at once to a breakfast 
given for them by Captain Eugene R. Cox, 
while Angoncillo asked to be driven first to 
the Lincoln statue. 

The Filipino leader was stylishly dressed 
in a well-fitting traveling suit. He looked 
more like a Japanese than a member of 
any other nationality with which Chicago 
is familiar. He was obliged to converse 
through the interpretation of the American 
officers, and to them he expressed his sur- 
prise at the size and noise of the big city. 

Though wealthy and educated Sefior An- 
goncillo has never traveled extensively. Ex- 
cepting visits to Japan and China this is his 
first peep into the outside world. He was 
orice Attorney General of the Philippines 
under the Spanish government.

Havana, Sept. 26.—At 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing the official exhumation of the remains of 
Columbus took place in the presence of Gen- 
eral Blanco, Secretary Govin, tae civil Gov- 
ernor, the Bishop, the dean of the cathedral, 
and other authorities. | 

The general public were ordered out of the 
cathedral at 8 o’clock and no one was al- 
lowed inside after that hour. The entrance 
to the cathedral was guarded by a force of 
Otden Publico, which kept back the crowds 


‘which assembled in front of the edifice. 


The remains of Columbus had lain in a 
niche in the cathedral since Jan. 19, 1796, 
when they were brought from Santo Do- 
mingo, that island having been ceded to 
France by Spain. 

They were in an open niche in the wall of 
the presbytery of the cathedral, a yard and 
a half above the ground. In 1892 there was 
placed in front of the niche a slab of doubtful 


artistic taste representing in relief a bust of 


the great Admiral and bearing this inscrip- 
tion in Spanish: 

** May the Remains and Image of the Great 
Columbus Lie a Thousand Centuries Pre- 
served in This Urn and in the Remembrance 
of Our Nation.”’ 

After the 400th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of the new world by Columbus the 
Spanish Cortes imcluded in the Cuban budget 
large sums for the purpose of erecting a 
fitting monument symbolizing the travels 
of the discoverer, to be placed in the most 
conspicuous place in Havana, and the con- 
struction of a mausoleum to hold his ashes. 
This mausoleum, the work of the Spanish 
sculptor Melida, was brought to Havana 
and placed upon a base erected in the center 
aisle of the cathedral, close to the main 
door. 

The monument, the work on which was 
intrusted to the sculptor Susillo, has not 
come and probably never will come to Ha- 
vana. It was to have been paid for by an 
appropriation included in. the budget of the 
island, but circumstances have overturned 
the plans made on the occasion of thecele- 
bration of the 400th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of America, and it is probable that 
both the monument and the mausoleum will 
be placed in a fitting place in Spain, where 
they will be looked upon as one of the treas- 
ures of the Spanish nation. —

HOBSON TO SAVE THE COLON. 


Having Succeeded with the Maria Te- 
resa, He Is Ordered to Proceed ‘

Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—Acting Secre- 
tary Allen has received a cablegram from 
Captain Goodrich of the Newark, the senior 
officer of the station at Guantanamo, con- 
firming the press reports of the raising of 
the Spanish flagship Maria Teresa last Sat- 
urday. The work of wrecking this ship was 
directly in charge of Constructor Hobson. 
Now that the Teresa has been raised he has 
been instructed to resume work on the Colon 
and begin operations toward wrecking (he 
Mercedes, which lies within the mouth of 
Santiago harbor close to the Merrimac in 
smooth water and well situated for success- 
ful wrecking. 

The Teresa will be brought north, probably 
to Norfolk, as soon as it is in condition to 
undertake the voyage. The wreckers who 
have so successfully accomplished their 
work have earned a large sum of money 
under the salvage laws, the exact amount of 
which will probably be determined by an 
Admiralty court. It is the present purpose

With regard to the incognito title of Count- 
ess of Hohenembs used by the Austrian 
Empress on all her travels, both abroad and 
at home, it was not, as sO many people 
imagined, a mere fancy name, such as 
crowned heads are in the habit of assuming 
when they wish to travel otherwise than 
officially and in royal state. 

There is, for instance, no Earldom of Bal- 
moral, and consequently when Queen Vic- 
toria styles herself Countess of Balmoral 
she is making use of a title that has no exist- 
ence. The same may be said with regard 
to the incognito of Count Ravenstein used 
by King Leopold, of Coumt Takovo used by 
King Milan of Servia, and a number of 
equally fantastic titles. 

But the Peerage of Hohenembs is a per- 
fectly authentic one, and is one of the nu- 
merous inherited dignities of the Emperors 
of Austria. Those who have visited the Aus- 
trian Alps may remember the liitle 
Town of Hohenembs in the Vorariberg dis- 
trict,. which is dominated by two ancient 
castles. These two castles were in ancient 
times the residence of the old feudal Lords 
of Hohenembs, whose family became merged | 
in that of the Hapsburgs at the time of the 


Crusades. 

Each year just about this season there ap- 
pears in the first column of the London 
Times among the death announcements an 
“in memoriam ”’ notice to the effect that it 
is ‘“‘ in loving memory ”’ of young Cecil Ham- 
brough, who was murdered at Ardlamont 
in Scotland some seven years ago. The no- 
tice, which invariably makes its appearance 
on the anniversary of the lad’s death, inti- 
mates that it is inserted by his ‘‘ sorrowing 
parents” and concludes with the biblcal 
quotation, ‘‘ Vengeance is mine, I willrepay, 
saith the Lord.’”’ 

The notice in the Times serves to recall 
the fact that Alfred Monson, the young aris- | 
tocrat charged with the murder of Ham- 
brough, and whom the Scotch jury at Edin- 
burg declined to acquit, rendering a mere 
verdict of “not proven’’ against him, has 
recently been sentenced to a long term of 
| penal servitude for forgeries and frauds in 
connection with the insurance companies.

There is no aristocracy in the world which 
comprises in its ranks so many different 
forms of religious belief as that of Great 
Britain. Roman Catholicism and Presbyte- 
rianism are, of course, largely represented 
in the House of Lords, and both Lord Roths- 
child and Lord Wansworth attend the syna- 
gogue. The late Lady Charlemont, wife of 
the Irish Viscount of that name, although 
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veins, being a daughter of the late Lord 
Castlemaine, had joined the Jewish faith 
and become a convert to the teachings of. 
the Talmud. 

Viscount Pollington, oldest son and heir 
of the Catholic Earl of Wexborough, as well 
as the Earl Russell, grandson of the famous 

. statesman and Premier of that name, is a 
Buddhist. The Duke of Northumber’and 


ess of Percy, as well as Sir Herbert Max- 
well and Lady Francis Balfour, daughter of 
the Duke of Argyll, are all Irvingites. The 
Earl and Countess of Radnor are ardent 
Spiritualists. 

Lord Radstock is a Methodist. Lady Ar- 
nold, and, it is said, also her husband, Sir 
Edwin (although the latter in spite of his 
title cannot be regarded as belonging to the 
aristocracy), are members of the Shinto 
faith, which is the religion of the upper 
classes in Japan, and Sir Ernest Satow, the 
British Envoy to the court of the Mikado, 
is likewise a Shintoist. 

The Marquis of Queensberry is an agnostic, 
and could give points even to Colonel Robert 
Ingersoll, his professions of doctrine in the 
matter having led to the refusal of his 
feliow-noblemen to elect him as one of che 
representative Peers of Scotland. Lord 
Stanley of Alderley started out in lifeasa 
Catholic, married a Spanish lady at Seville, 
and is now a fervent believer in the doctrines 
of Mahomet, a religion that has found favor 
in the sight of several other members of the 
British aristocracy, including Lady Anng 
Blunt, granddaughter of t poet, Lord 
Byron, as well as of the late Lady Hesciher 
Stanhope and the Countess of Ellenborough, 
both of whom died in the Orient as followers 
of the Prophet. : 

The widowed Countess of Stamford, who 
is a coal black Hottentot, has since the death 
of her husband reverted to the pagan be- 
Itef of her tribe and worships aH kinds of 
horrible heathen deities, while the present 
Lord Gardner and his wife and children are 
all Brahmins. 

Nor should I omit in this ist the name of 
Sir Cursetgee Jegeebhoy, fourth Baronet of 
his line, and who is a Parsee, or fire wor- 
shiper. Sir Edward Sassoon is not, as its 
generally believed, a Parsee, but a Mesopo- 
tamian Jew, and finaliy there are Sir Edward 
Zohrab and a number of other Levantines 
who bear English titles and who are mem- 
bers of the Greek Church, of the Coptic 
Church, or of the Syrian branch of Roman 
Catholicism. 

The most extraordinary thing about this 
is that providing any of these titled person- 
ages acquire property in England carrying 
with it the patronage of so-called church 
livings—that is to say: the right of selecting 
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and appointing the rectors of Church of 
England parishes and churches—they are all 
permitted to exercise this right with the ex- 
ception of the Roman Catholics. 

Of course, the death of the Empress of , 
Austria has served to revive many old sto- 
ries of her aversion toconventionality. But 
in this she was far excelled by her sister, 
the ex-Queen of Naples, who, after her hus- 
band had lost his throne, took up her resi- 
dence at Rome with the King and her child. 
She occupied a palace adjacent to that in- 
habited by the mother of Cardinal Anto- 
nelli, the Papal Secretary of State. 

That aged lady was passionately devoted 
to cats, and these felines, in accordance 
with their invariable custom, were wont to 
make the otherwise exquisite Roman renaian 
hideous with their concerts. 
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The Queen repeatedly sent round to old 
Countess Antonelli entreating her to keep 
her cats under proper restraint, at any rate 
at night. This the Countess refused to do. 

At length the Queen became desperate, 
and, having purchased several saloon rifles . 
and air guns,’ proceeded to shoot the dis- 
turbers of her regt. 

The old Countess, frantic with rage, ap- 
pealed first of all to her son, the Secretary of 
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State, and then to the late Pope himseif, in- 
sisting that some check should be put upon 
the sporting proclivities of the royai Diana, 
and. that she should be debarred from pot- 
ting cats under the shadow of the walls of 
St. Peter’s and the Vatican. 

But good old Pius declined to interfere, 
intimating.that the cats should not have 
made such horrible noises and that they 
practically deserved their fate. 

For a’ long time Rome laughed about this 
cat episode, popular sympathy being all 
with the ex-Queen, though it is doubtful 
whether Cardinal Antonelli ever forgot or 
forgave the injury done to his mother’s 
pets. 

At any rate, the Queen and her husband 
found it preferable a year later to abandon 
their residence in Rome on the ground that 
they were subjected to too many annoy- 
ances by the papal authorities on the plea 
of avoiding conflict with the wralian govern- 
ment...

TO HELP MONUMENT PROJECT 


The deaieiai children of Chicago will soon 
On Tuesday, 
Oct. 14, they will be given a respite from 
study, when exercises will be held in all the 
schools in the interest of the Lafayette mon- 
ument project. On Tuesday and Friday of 
the following week they will observe the 
peace jubilee with half holidays, when ad- 
dresses On the subject of the jubilee will be 
made at twenty-five of the principal schools 
by prominent speakers. 

Arrangegents for the celebration of the 
peace jubilee by exertises in the public ‘ 
schools and for the taking up of a collection 
among the school children and for holding 
appropriate exercises in connection withthe 
Lafayette monument project were perfected 
ata meeting of the School Management com- 
mittee of the Board of Education. 


Pupils Will Not Parade. 

Dr. Andrews said the original plan of the 
Jubilee committee contemplated a parade 
of all the school children above the age of 
10 years, with the idea of having them meet 


at such points .as would enable the children 


to make rendezvouses of the parks, and there 
have speeches and a flag raising. The 
trustees objected to this as impracticable 
and dangerous, and the plan was abandoned. 
A. H. Revell appeared before the commit- 
tee in behalf of the Lafayette monument 
project. He asked that Oct. 14 be set apart 
by the public schools on which appropriate 
exercises commemorating the deeds of La- 
fayette might be held, and that a collection 
be taken up for the purpose of building the 
monument. 

The committee agreed to grant Mr. 
Revell’s request, and ‘the exercises.on the 
afternoon of Oct. 14 will be conducted in ac- 
cordance with the plans which he suggested. 

Every college and public school in the 
Northwest will be asked to hold exercises 
commemorating the cessation of war on the 
Same day that exercises are held here tn 
the public schools. The Jubilee Educational 
committee wil lat once issue invitations to 
that effect to Superintendents of Public In- 
struction, asking them to bring the matter 
before the teachers at once.

.Albert S. Dunning, Frank Hyde, and 
seph L. Kitchen, who were election judges 
at the primaries held June 7 in Thornton, 
are charged with willful neglect of duty and 
with receiving a ballot without proper quali- 
fication. They refused, it is said, to open the 
ballot boxes according to the primary law 
and allow-a challenged voter to cast his 
ballot. 

During the morning session a motion to 
quash the indictment was argued and over- 
ruled.
